Its channel from this point follows the ra 
several hundred feet easterly and then flows northerly (owed 
Boggastowe Brook, passing at one point within 300 feet of 
the pumping station. The brook is practically an open 
sewer, and the water of your water supply is becomimg affec- 
ted in such a way that it is important that the pollution of 
the brook be prevented at the earliest possible time.

The preliminary report on a system of Sewerage for Mil- 
lis was submitted by me under date of December 14, 1917.

To the School Committee of Millis— 
Permanent Teachers. 
A permanent teacher may be defined as one who regards 


The state and the nation are striving in various Ways to 
increase the number of Permanent teachers. Progressive 
towns and cities have followed the example -of state and na 
tional government. Increased appropriations by towns have 
been necesrary to insure proper educational results. The 
welfare of the state depends to a great extent upon good 
teachers and good schools. 


Practical Instruction. 

School room discipline and lessons in books are only a 
Part of the wise teacher's influence. Habits of obedience 
must be formed and books must be used, but only as a means 
toanend. The object of school training should be contro 
of body and mind, and the formation of right habits of char- 
acter. Pupils must be taught to adjust themsclyes to the 
times and environment in which they are placed. Practical 
instruction simply means instruction which is put into prac- 
tice, 
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The strain of modern life demands sound, strong bodies; 
hence, the necessity for emphasizing physical training. 
Writing does not properly consist of exercises and flourishes; 
it must be made an easy means of expression for daily use. 
Arithmetic should give but little time to solving mathema- 
tical puzzles and much practice in the fundamental operations 
as applied to ordinary problems. The study of English al- 
though demanding a special, definite period should not be 
limited to that period. History and Geography must not 
ignore present times and near-by places. ;

Physical training, Writing, English and 
Arithmetic do not constitute the entire school curriculum, but 
are of fundamental importance. They are the fonndation of 
practical instruction needing constant and careful attention. 
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Individual Pupils. 

Every school is made up of individuals often differing 
widely in abilities and attainments even in the same grade. 
There is undoubtedly a tendency in dealing with classes and 
grades to overlook the individual pupil. A lesson prepared 
and taught for the average of a class may fail to impress 
some of the slower ones, or it may not furnish proper materia] 
for the development of the more active members, Alf groups 
must be provided for, Ifa pupil is really unfitted for a cer- 
tain grade he should be placed where he belongs, It is often 
better for a pupil to remain two years in a grade than to fe 
demoted or put back. Each case, however, must be judged 
by itself. A pupil who is thoroughly able to perform ad- 
vanced work should received a double promotion. ‘This js 
not only an act of justice to the individal, but an incentive
